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County Clerk Opens Satellite ele, in Westland 


A new collaborative effort between 
Wayne County Clerk Cathy M. Garrett 
and Wayne County Sheriff Warren C. 
Evans is being heralded as a means to 


_ bring more efficient, streamlined, and 


convenientservices to residents of Rom- 
ulus and surrounding communities. 

Citizens seeking a permit to carry a 
concealed weapon (CCW) — or wishing 
to obtain official documents such as 
birth certificates, marriage licenses, and 
death certificates — will no longer have 
to make a trip downtown. Instead, they 
can visit the County Clerk's new pilot 
satellite office at the Wayne County 
Sheriffs Road Patrol Office, located at 
3100 Henry Ruff Road in Westland. 

"This new program will be an enor- 
mous asset to the local community,” 
said John Barden — who, as both an 
executive assistant to Wayne County 
Executive Robert Ficano andamember 
of the Romulus City Council, was proud 
to serve as a "double representative" 
during the recent grand opening of the 
satellite office. "By eliminating the long 
trip downtown, as well as the need to 
pay parking fees once you get there, 
this office will save our residents a sig- 
nificant amount of time and money. 

Clerk Garrett said the new satellite 
office will be staffed to provide anumber 
of the services most requested from her 
office, including notarizations andfilings 
for assumed names and passports, as 
wellas applying for birth/marriage/death 
certificates and CCW permits. 

"I'm assessing ways to more con- 
veniently serve the citizens of Wayne 
County," she stated. "I'm pleased that 
two of our offices are working together 
to improve services for our citizens.”

Citizens seeking certificates for 
births in Wayne County (except in De- 
troit) will pay $22 for the first certified 
copy and $7 for each additional copy 
made by the clerk. Note that birth certifi- 
cates are not public records, and may 
be requested only by the individual of 
record, a parent who is named on the 
record, or a legal guardian. 

Marriage and death certificates — 
which are public records, and may be 
requested by anyone — are available at 
the same rates. 

The age for getting married is 18 
without parental consent and 16 with 
consent. To obtain a marriage license, 





applicants must present a certified copy 
(with seal) of their birth certificate with 
parental information. At least one of the 
parties must appear in person to apply. 
Cost is $23 (cash only) if one or both of 
the parties is a Wayne County resident, 
or $33 if both reside out-of-state. Note 
that there is a three-day waiting period. 

CCW permits — available to U.S. 
citizens and resident aliens who are at 
least 21 and meet various other require- 
ments — are $105. 

The satellite office will be open 
weekdays from 8 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. For 
more information, call 734-326-4690 or 
send a fax to 734-721-2836.

School Bus Driver Wants Roads Restriped for Children's Safety 


Romulus Community Schools bus 
drivers, concerned about the safety of 
their young passengers, are hoping that 
Wayne County and City of Romulus 
officials will move quickly to address 
what they say are dangerous road con- 
ditions along their routes. 

A letter forwarded to the City admin- 
istration during the April 2 meeting of the 
Romulus City Council outlined some of 
the drivers' concerns. 

"ALL our roads are in desperate 
need of restriping," stated the letter's 
author, Kerry Vaughn, a Romulus na- 
tive who has been driving for the District 
forthe past 10 years. Vaughn wenton to 


name a number of roads that she and 

some of her colleagues have deemed to 

be in the worst condition, including: 

e Wayne Road (from Eureka to Van 
Born) 

e Vining Road 

e Goddard Road (from Vining through 
the downtown area) 

e Ecorse Road . 

° Merriman Road 

e Cogswell Road 

e Huron River Drive 

Vaughn's letter also noted thatthe “turn- 

ing arrows’ atthe Middlebelt Road ramp 

off |-94 have worn away, as have the 

lane arrows atthe Merriman Road ramp. 


Further, the turning arrows, stop lines, 
and railroad crossing markings are 
nearly gone from many Romulus roads. 

"When you look at these roads dur- 
ing daylight hours, some of the lines are 
partly visible ... but, during our early- 
morning runs, when it's still dark and 
sometimes rainy, they're practically in- 
visible because there's no reflecting 
compound left in the paint.” 

Another of the problems identified 
by Vaughn involves the traffic light atthe 
intersection of Wayne and Eureka roads. 
She strongly believes that the timing of 
the light needs to be adjusted, since

buses using that intersection frequently 

have to sit through three, four, or even 

five stop/go sequences before being 
able to make their turns. 

Additional concerns include: 

e the need for a streetlight at the back 
entrance of Romulus High School, 
and 

e potholes in various areas, including 
the Goddard/Wayne intersection 
near Romulus City Hall. 

“Some of those potholes are so bad 
that our buses are literally rattling apart,” 
she explained. 

Vaughn — who said that, since last 
September, she has made several un- 
successful attempts to work with County 
and City officials — recently "took the 
next step" and brought her concerns to 
the attention of Romulus Councilman 
Bill Wadsworth. After driving around the 
City, investigating the safety issues iden- 
tified by Vaughn and some of her col- 
leagues, Wadsworth brought the matter 
to the attention of his fellow colleagues, 
and forwarded Vaughn's letter to Romu- 
lus Chief of Staff Betsey Krampitz, who 
was Sitting in for Mayor Alan R. Lambert 
at Monday night's meeting. 

‘| really give these bus drivers a lot 
of credit," said the Councilman. "Their 
concern for the well-being of their pas- 
sengers Is commendable."

Wadsworth did note that almost all 
of the roads identified as the worst prob- 
lem areas are the responsibility of Wayne 
County, not the City. In fact, according 
to Romulus Department of Public Works 
director Tom Wilson, only two of the 
roads —Cogswell and a portion of Huron 
River Drive — are under the City's care. 

Both roads, said Wilson, were last 
restriped in October 2006 by an outside 
company under contract with the City, 
and are not due for another striping until 
October 2007. However, City DPW 
workers willbe able to address the bus 
drivers' concerns about the markings at 
railroad crossings. 

Wilson also reported that he has 
contacted Wayne County officials, who 
say that they will restripe problem areas 
within the next six weeks. His call to 
Wayne County Traffic Control, regard- 
ing the streetlight at Eureka and Wayne 
roads, had not yet been returned as of 
Tuesday afternoon. 

While Vaughn was glad to hear that 
some action will be taken in. the near 
future, she is far from satisfied. 

‘| just don't understand why. re- 
striping the roads is such a big deal," 
she stated. "Why should we have to wait 


another six months before it can be 


done? This is not some trivial matter: 
this is a serious safety issue that in- 
volves our children."
